VITERBO., Italy, July 8.—The verdict 


in the Camorra trial which has been 


going on more than a year, Was handed 


down today. Nine of the accused were 


unanimously declared guilty of the mur- 
der of Gennaro Cuoccolo and his. wife. 


The remaining six of the band who 
were on trial were found guilty of be- 
longing to a. criminal association. 
41 Originally Indicted. 

ile there were 
trial w ct was brought in, 
there were 41 originally indicted. Of 
these three never were captured, three 
died while the trial was'in progrss and 
% were set free, having already served. 
the maximum ‘time tn prison to which 
theyc ould have been sentenced in case 
of convictions. 

The real object of the’ Italian -govern- 
ment in pressing the case, one of the 
most sensational and spectacular of 
modern times, was to break up the 
two great criminal - organizations in 
Italy, the Camorra and the Mafia. The 
Government hopes that the convictions 
ir. the present, case will frighten the 
rest of the criminal leaders out of the 
country. 

The Cuoccolo:murder was commit- 
ted June 6, 1906. Cuoccolo was origi- 
nally one of the inner circle of the 
Camorra, but had a falling out with 
its chieftain, Enrico Alfano, and his 
death was decreed. He was decoyed 
to Torre Del Greco, a suburb of 
Naples, and .there stabbed to. death. 
Immediately afterward his wife, who 
was a most beautiful woman, was 
stabbed to death by two men, who 
had been assigned to close her mouth, 
the band fearing that, knowing her 
husband had been slatn, she would 
reveal her knowledge of the band to 
the ‘police. . 

Freed and Rearrested. 

Members of the organization imme- 
diately were arrested, charged with 
the crime, but through the instru- 
mentality of Father Ciro Vittozai. 
Catholic priest, were released, only 
to be later rearrested. After nearly 
five years of work, Maresciallo Capi- 
zutti, an Itallan detective, obtdineé 
a confession from Gennao § Abbate- 


band, and his story has been the 
chief reliance of the prosecution for 
a conviction. 

The trial finally began on March “n. 
1811, at Viterbo. The prisoners, includ- 
ing Father Vittozzi,~were locked in a 
large steel cage, which had been con- 
structed in the courtroom. A separate 
cage had been constructed for the in- 
former, Abbatemaggio, and the trial 


Weeks were required to get a jury, 
owing to the fear of the Camorra. Then 
when the actual trial began there were 
many sensational interruptions. Under 
the. methods of the. Italian .court pro- 
cedure the prisoners were allowed to 
cross-examine witnesses, and this re- 
peatediy resulted in‘sach wild outbursts 
of frenzy on the part of the caged pris-

Judge Archbald was appointed United

missioned a United States Circuit Judge 
and assigned to the Commerce Court by 
President Taft Jan. 31, 1911. 

The proceedings against Judge Arch- 
Baid began when the House adopted a 
resolution by Representative Norris of 
Nebraska, calling on the Department of 
Justice for a report of its investigation 
of the judicial conduct of Judge Arch- 
bald. On May 8 President Taft trans- 
mitted to the House the investigations 
of Interstate Commerce Commissioner 
Meyer, and of Wrisley Brown, special 
attorney of the Department of Justice 
and the recommendation of Attorney- 
General Wickersham that the charges 
be referred to the House.

arbitrary outside of the 100-mile 
area. The railroads may change the 
rate. You do not hold, do you, Gen, 
Crow, that this court has the power 
to fix rates?” 

“No, I do not,” said Crow, “but this 
Court has the power to prohibit dis- 
criminations,” 

Cites Commission’s Power. 

“If there are wrongful discrimina- 
tions the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, upon complaint of any indi- 
vidual, will correct them,” said Judge 
Trieber. | 

“Do you contend that this opinion 
of the Supreme Court legsalizes sep- 
arate charges to St. Louis and East 
St, Louis?” 

“J do,” said Judge Trieber. 

“Then that leaves the question of 
the arbitrary just where we started,” 
aaiq Crow.

“A elause (shall be inserted in the 
Terminal contracts) enjoining and pro- 
hibiting the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion, defendant herein, from making any 
special arbitrary charge for the use of 
the terminal factiities in respect of traf- 
fic originating within the so-called 100 
mile area that is not equally and in a 
like manner applied in respect to traffic 
of like character originating outside of 
that area.” 

Final Decree to Go in Tuesday. 
Crow filed a form of decree covering 
not only the arbitrary question, but all 
others involved in the. Terminal deci- 
sion. He asked that the record be made 
to show that his decree had been over- 
ruled. This was done. Judge Trieber 
rejected a form of decree prepared by 
Judge Priest on the condition that with 
certain modifications he would accept it. 
He asked that Judge Priest have the 
modifications, which he offered, inserted 
into his form of decree by 9 a. m. Tues- 
day, when he would enter the final de- 
cree in the case. : 

Crow declined to comment on Judge 
Trieber’s decision, but it was apparent 
from the position he took that he be- 
lieved the Terminal could attempt to le- 
galize the arbitrary within the 100-mile 
area by restoring the arbitrary outside 
that area. 

In presenting the arbitrary question 
to Judge Trieber, Crow said the only 
witness put on the stand by the Ter- 
minal in defense of the suit was Albert 
B. Perkins. He testified as an expert, 
Crow said, thet St. Louis, East 8t. 
Louls, Brooklyn, Madison and Granite 
City should be included within one com- 
mercial sone, and that one rate should 
be made @ all traffic to all points 
within that sone. Perkins pointed out,

“When I. went into the kitchen,” he 
said, “she was sitting there, with her 
handbeg in her lap.

LABOR IN THE TWO FLATFORMS. 

In the planks of the Chicago platform devoted 
to the welfare of the workers of the nation 
Samuel Gompers finds little to admire aside 
from their faultless punctuation, excellent syn- 
tax and verbal precision. The: Democrats 
did not have Dr. Murray Butler to help in put 
their pledges in form, but in Mr. 
Gompers’ judgment the Baltimore platform con- 
tains explicit, robust planks, embodying all vital 
demands of wage workers. 

Both platforms declare for -ural credits to 
supply capital for agricultural operations, The 
Republican platform has a plank on the “evils 
of induced or undesirable immigration, which 
is inimical to the progress and welfare of the 
people of the United States.” The Democratic 
platform is silent on this subject. 

The distinctive “labor” plank of the Republic- 


ans pledges that partv in state and nation 


To Mmit effectively the labor of women and 
children; to protect wageworkers engaged 
in dangerous occupations; to enact compre- 
hensive and generous workman’s compenss- 
tion laws in place of the present wasteful and 
unjust system of employers’ Hability, and in 
all possible ways to satisfy the just de- 
mands of the people for the study and solu- 
tion of the complex and constantly changing 
problems of social welfare. 

In contrast with the vagueness of much of this 
declaration are Democratic planks urging that 
labor organizations should be exempted from laws 
against restraint of trade; that there should be 
a Department of Labor represented in the Cabi- 
net; that the work of the Bureau of Mines 
should be extended and the lives of miners better 
safeguarded; that the present harsh laws apply- 
ing to seamen should be repealed; that charges 
of “indirect contempt” in Federal courts should 
be tried by juries. There is of course a strong 
workingmen’s compensation plank. The govern- 
ment by injunction planks of the 1908 Democratic 
platform are repeated, including the following: 

- We believe that the parties to all judicial 
proceedings should be treated with rigid 
impartiality and that injunctions should not 
be issued in any case in which an injunction 
would not issue if no labor disputes were in- 
volved. 

The contrasting sympathies of the two con- 
ventions are shown in the fullness of the one 
platform and the meagerness and ambiguity of 
the other. “The Democratic platform,” says Mr. 
Gompers, “contains everything we asked for. It 
is responsive to the cry for industrial justice.” 
He is right.

ADD TEN YEARS TO LIFE 

















EST and recreation are states 
and conditions very health- 
ful to body and mind. By 
“rest” is understood a com- 

plete relaxation from mental and 

physical activity. Recreation implies 

a diversion from the usual occupa- 

tion in which a person may be en- 

geged during the whole day to some 
form of amusement or some favorite 
pastime as a hobby. 

Both rest and recreation are neces- 
sarily relative terms and differ for 
different individuals. What is rest 
and recreation for one may be hard 
work for another. 

A laborer or farmer, for example, 
who does hard, outdoor, muscular 
work the whole day long, and who Is 
very apt to be fatigued toward the 
evening, does not need to engage in 
a game of tennis or baseball in order 
to strengthen his muscles or to get 
some fresh air and oxygen into his 
lungs. He has had a sufficiency of 
both during his hours of labor. For 
him rest and recreation must take a 
very different.form. A comfortable 
chair or hammock and a newspaper 
to read or some form of sedentary 
game will be the ideal recreation. 

On the other hand, the person who 
has been engaged in a city office the 
whole day and whose occupation is 
sedentary, one in which the mind

Under whatsoever form one may wish 
to choose it, a person should seek to 
enjoy both rest and recreation in due 
measure, if he would be strong in body 
and mind and prolong his life.

DAY of a Japanese wife is hard. 
It begins early and ends late. 
At least two hours before the 
husband its awake she is up and 
prepares the breakfast. The Japanese 
husband never cooks his own break- 
fast. and it is an unpardonable disgrace 
for a wife to be in bed after her hus- 
band is up. Generally the wife goes to 
bed after her husband and is up hours 
before him. 
The Japanese breakfast is not s0 easy 
to prepare as the breakfast of this coun- 
try, as there are no “breakfast foods.” 
To prepare a good Japanese breakfast 
takes at least one hour and a half, and 
even with the help of several servants 
it cannot be done more quickly. 
Before the head of the family is up 
all rooms should be swept, furniture 
dusted and all wooden parts of the 
house cleaned with wet cloths. And the 
garden should be swept and watered 
(every house in Japan has a garden). 
In some families they take a bath be- 
fore breakfast. The wife should see 
every morning that the water is prop- 
erly heated for the bath and that the 
bathroom and. tub are clean. 
To provide the family with enjoyable 
meals it is necessary for the Japanese 
housekeeper to do their own marketing.

STOCKHOLM, July 8. 


MERICAN athletes continued their record-breaking dash for 
honors at the Olympic games here today, although other 


nations had a good look-in at the first place points. 


The 


most important victory of the day was that of J. B. Meredith of 


Mereersberg Academy, in the final of the 800-meter race. 


Meredith 


broke a world’s record by covering the distance in Im. 5]s. 


Both Melvin Sheppard and Ira Dav- 
enport, who finished second and 
third respectively, are Americans, and 
both also lowered the former record 
held by Sheppard, im. 52 1-5s. 

America also counted in the run- 
ning high jump, which saw the de- 
feat of the great leaper, George Hor- 
ine of California, who finished third. 
A German, Liesche, was the contender 
throughout and the event was finally 
won by Almen S. Richards of Brig- 
ham Young University, with a jump 
Slightly over. 6 feet 4 inches. 

Disqualifications temporarily set back 
America’s victorious streak at the third 
day of the Olympic games here today. 
in the semi-final of the 400-meter relay 
the United States team was thrown out 
for overrunning at the relay point and 

' disqualified. In the 400-meter swimming 
event Michael McDermott of the Chi- 
cago A. A., America’s strongest candi- 
date, was disqualified. 

The disqualifications of Monday fol- 
lowed those of Sunday, when three 
American swimmers, who misunderstood 
the starting time of the 100-meter event, 
failed to appear and were dropped out. 

To the great chagrin of American 
spectators at the Olympic games today, 
the “‘Yankee’’ quartet in the 400-rneter 
relay race was disqualified because _. 
VY. Belote of the Chicago A. A,, in 
passing Clement P. Wilson of Coe Col- 
lege at the second relay of the semi-- 
final; “‘changed the stick’’ out of bonds. 

The disappointment was the greater 
because Cooke of Cleveland led W. X. 
Applegarth, the last runner of the Brit- 
ish team, by 10 feet at the finish and

The child, a daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward J. Connors of 3872 Third 


avenue, was lying in a vacant lot in the 
rear of East 173d street, between Third 
and Fulton avenues, in the Bronx. She 
had. been drugged and attacked. Her 
body had been hacked with a double- 
edge knife. There were 41 stab wounds, 
i in the back. Her hands, wrists and 
arms were slashed, her throat cut and 
the blade had penetrated her heart. 
Her assailant had cut off her pretty, 
glustering brown hair with his red- 
stained knife. 

In spite of the number of the cuts on 
her body, and the wound in her heart, 
the girl lived for hours, three physicians 
declare. To the first man at her side 
when she was found, she was able to 
whisper her name, Julia Connors. He 
asked her who had attacked her, and 
she only whispered, “A man, a man,” 
and then swooned. An hour Iater she 
died in Fordham Hospital. 

Twe Men Held After Crime. 

At 1:30 this morning tho police arrest- 
ed Giovanni Gerissi, 24 years old, of 1690 
Fulton avenue, a wood and coal dealer, 
in connection with the murder. He was 
positively identified by Florence Motse 
ir. the Tremont Avenue Station as one 
of three men who had lured another girl 
and Julia into the cellar at 3340 Third 
avenue, adjoining the lot where the body 
was found. She said one of the men 
gagced Julia. Florence said she didn’t 
enter the cellar, but ran to her home. 
She was sent to the Children’s Society. 
She told several other stories, which 
Coroner Shongut said he doubts. 

Heid by Coroner Shongut as a suspi- 
cious person, the police also locked up 
Jefferson Kelly, 51 years old, who was 


iitder on the vacant lot 
the clothing that had been stripped 
from the girl was found covered by 
stfips of oficioth. The child’s father had 
searched the lot at 2 o’clock yesterday 
morning, without discovering any trace 
of her. This convinced the police the 
crime had been committed indoors, and 
tiey later found the apartment where 
the girl was attacked, an unoccupied 
five-room fiat on the third ‘floor of.

“The situation was made the more in- 
teresting by the quick rise of % per cent 
in time loans for all periods, and by 
the discovery that the banks alone re- 
ported a shortage in reserve which ex- 
ceded the actual deficit showing by all 
the banks in the Clearing House, 

Situation Only Temporary. 

“This situation, it is quite probable, 
will be only temporary, and has to 
do chiefly with the extraordinary 
operations which must be financed at 
the beginning of a new fiscal year. 
But it certainly shows that, with the 
near approach of the date when the 
currency movement usually turns 
against this market, and at the mo- 
ment when various important bond 
operations are under negotiation, 
money eres must gradually at least 
work hi 

“It i on also that our banks 
are no longer in a position to make 
large loans to Europe in the way that 
they have been doing ever since the 
German. market became seriously dis- 
turbed last September. 

“No more gold engagements were 
announced, and it looked as if the 
movement to Paris had ceased for the 
time being at least. 

“The all street banks lost heav- 
ily again on their operations with the 
Government. This was due to the tax 
payments made to the treasury at 
this point for the account of out-of- 
town depositories of Government 


funds. 
Market Is Weak,
